, March 17.—Rt. Rev. John 
Shanley, D. IX, bishop of North Dakota, oc­ 
cupied the pulpit of the cathedral yesterday 
and made an appeal for aid for the suffering 
Chippewa Indians in his diocese 
He said 
the g overnment had stolen 
11,000,000 acre© 
of land from thes* Indians without g iving a 
cent of 
compensation 
therefor. 
Three 
thousand Indians were starving and freezing 
on 5,000 acres of barren, swam py and rocky 
g round, which would not keep 100 white 
men alive. 
The bishop g ave te rrb le details 
of suffering which he had personally w it­ 
nessed while visiting ttiese Indians. 
1 h e R ed M an ’s 
ab itatio u . 
The bishop related his ex perience during 
a visit to the Indian when the therm ometer 
was 44 deg ress below zero. 
“The Indian 
houses are log huts constructed by the In­ 
dians themselves, without flooring and with 
sheets an i q uilts covering the windows and 
doorways; the crevices between the log s are 
filled with mud th a t cracks and falls out by 
the summer heat and is blow out by the 
northern w inter blasts, so that the occupants 
may as well do sleeping outside. 
In those 
huts it is not infreq uent to find six families 
living . 
These 1,930 Indians cannot make 
their own living there. 
They have never 
be Vi supplied with prop r ag ricultural im­ 
plements. 
Last spring the director of the 
Catholic Indian bureau suit twenty-four 
plows to these Indians and with these they 
manag ed to break sou acres of this virg in 
soil. 
But flier.- was no rain and to-day they 
are absolutely d -stitute; no g rain, no foo 1, 
no clothing , no money; 1.930 Christians, 
1,930 of God's children are living on this 
rout in-id to-day on the point *<f starvation. 
»<*< ii«• in One of th e Hovels. 
“While visiting these jieopH I entered the 
house of an Indian. 
There was no food m 
the house that day, but there were tears and 
desperation. 
A poor old Indian wannan had 
a puny, sick child in her arms. 
She cried 
for joy w ii n she saw me, thinking God had 
sent relief to h* r children. 
She showed me 
her child. 
There was not a pound of flesh 
on its bones. I am sure that child is dead, I 
am not easily moved, us. I as I am to scenes 
of misery in larg e cities, but I could not but 
cry on th a t occasion. 
In on© corner of the 
room there was a boy ti years of ag e. 
A n­ 
other was crying by the chiuinoy place try­ 
ing to warn his shivering form, while an old 
Indian was kneeling by the fire place m utter­ 
ing , probubh 
vowing veng eance on 
the 
white race. 
At another hovel a poor man 
of 85 year» of ag e was lying on the frozen 
g round dying on consumption, no one near 
him but his poor old wife, who knelt over 
him w ith a rosary in her hands praying God 
to take her husband. 
Nig ht was setting in; 
no lig ht, no candl *, no one to say a kind 
word to the old couple. 
And this in a Chris­ 
tian country, in the United States of Ameri­ 
ca, the laud of tIre free, the land of plenty. 
A Libera! A p p ro p riatio n. 
“In another hovel 1 foun t the children 
without clothing g athered around the tire 
place plucking out the charred sticks that 
they mig ht roll in the warm ashes. 
The 
United States appropriates $ 5,000 to these 
Indians, about 3- 50 to each. 
The am ount 
is spent in flour and fat pork and distributed 
among them. 
The pork is sickening . 
I my­ 
self would not have believed the truth of the 
story if I had not witness d it. 
During the 
eig hteen months previous to Jan. 1, 1890, 
out of 1,400 Indians 100 
died. 
During 
the month of Ja nuary twenty-seven died. 
These deaths are almost invariably of star­ 
vation. The women are almost universally in 
one g arment, a calico dress,to protect them 
and let it la) said to their credit, that not 
one woman was missing from the little par­ 
ish church on Sunday.” * 
The reverend ¡q ieaker closed by appealing 
to the cong reg ation to ex tend to these poor 
people—their unfortunate brethren—a por­ 
tion of their substance for the relief of these 
poor Indians. __________________

S tu tt g art, Germany, and lia 1 
lieen 
there ©v« r since. 
Sjiencer came 1<* this city 
from Morris, 111. 
As a banker his career is without a paral­ 
lel in the history of Chicag o, and almost of 
the entire country. 
In the ruin os the insti­ 
tutions which he pulle 1 down he—or rather 
the reckless financiers w ho duped h im — de­ 
stroyed many homes, rendered ag ed persons 
destitute and swallowed up the saving s of 
hundreds of hard-working and frug al men 
and women. There were several indictments 
ag ainst him until a few years ag o, but they 
were stricken from the docket. 
They can 
be reinstated, however.
